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I. Grundrisse - its Principles against Das Kapital 


I am not presenting capital as immanent presentation, which is Das Kapital - the 
non-historical, logical syntactical development of money, commodities, with it 
investment cycles and commerce which is in crisis because of wage-repression and 
a falling rate of profit which go hand in hand when there is a depletion of 
investments based on real logical syntax of ideas or concepts or even the sense of a 
market or notion failing - imagine that the recent failure in architectural investment 
in Paris - this arcades failing leads to a crisis. 


Grundrisse is a more historical conception of Capital - that it develops with praxis, 
or Communist politics, even intellectual culture, or artistic culture, and poetry, or 
even mathematical games and even Jewish intellectual coinage or accounts - which 
then is its active culture which means of course capital is more than just 
investments and cycles of crisis or working class stuff. 


Capital is a work of art. 


II. Comparing Lifeless Capital with the real meaning of Grundrisse - 
additions to be made, jottings and corroborations - then of course it is 
true - that Fragment on the machine forms - a type of utopian necessity if 
Grundrisse is true - that intellectual ideas come into play in capital 
formation - something like a deep Hegelian phenomenology of mind and 
Geistes thinker advising in Marxist formulation - paintings - idealism 
which is already in Jewish law and waits for the Prophet who is a painter 
and is going to improve the drudgery of European law on paintings - 
something like a key to secrets in Europe - that Painting lover which is 
idealized by the Pope and Paul. 


In fact then capital gets painterly, medicines are like abstract art, all of this with 
daily life becoming idealist for the ones who live with poets and transform life into 
surrealist debates on existentialism or French language or something - imagine 
utopia but only for a few modernists and their black redemptions and even Jewish 
collegeues, the Prophet, Islamic bourgeosies and a lot of women.
